EUROPEAN ORPHANS ARRIVE IN U. S. 
Scrub Cows Give 
Birth To Breeded 
Calves In Texas 


By UAL BRUMLKY 
SAN ANTONIA, Tex — <AP> — A 
breeding experiment In which scrub 
co ws wo uld pro duce high quality 
calv es was repo rted to day to be ap­ 
pro aching the practical stage. 
The pro cess co nsist« o f trans­ 
planting the unbo rn calf o f a high 
grade co w to the wo mb o f a scrub. 
The purpo se Is to pro duce mo re 
meat and mo re milk per animal o n 
the same amo unt o f feed at a Sev ­ 
ang o f time. 
The metho d is termed o v a teggi 
transplantatio n by its o riginato rs. 
Hay Umbnugh, a bustling 28-year- 
o ld scientist, is dev elo ping the pro ­ 
cess at the fo undatio n o f applied 
research here. 
The pro ject 
has 
been in the research stage sev en 
years. 
In the pro cess, Umbaugh explain­ 
ed, an egg fro m a fine quality co w 
Is sterilised by artificial insemina­ 
tio n. After fertilisatio n the egg is 
taken fro m the flne animal and 
placed in the uterus o f the co mmo n 
co w, Artificial inseminatio n, which 
the last few*years has beco me wide- 
I ly used in animal breeding, co nsists 
o f mechanical transfer o f the sperm 
o f thcro ughbmi sires to the wo mbs 
o f the mo thers.

Umbaugh said an expected ad* 


v antage o f this pro cess wo uld be the 
freeing o f the quality mo ther fro m 
the dullness o f a nine-mo nth preg­ 
nancy. making her av ailable to pro ­ 
duce mo re eggs. 
The ho st co w 
wo uld serv e as an Incubato r and 
the calf wo uld hav e the qualities o f 
Its fine parents, Umbaugh stated. 
Umbaugh transplants the fertil­ 
ised egg by either o f two metho ds. 
One is surgical and the o ther large­ 
ly Is mechanical, 
The surgical metho d so far has 
teen the mo st satisfacto ry. He cuts 
thro ugh to the fallo pian tubes o f 
the do no r co w. 
He remo v es the 
fertilised egg and places it in the 
tubes o f the scrub co w by a similar 
o peratio n. The fallo pian tube* are 
ducts which lead fro m the o v aries 
to the uterus. 
The flne co w Is free to pro duce 
mo re eggs. 
Umbaugh said the av erage co w 
can pro duce 23 eggs a mo nth, 
He has been successful in trans­ 
planting the egg and starting its 
gro wth in the ho st co w. As yet he 
has been unable to get the ho st 
mo ther to carry the transplanted 
calf lo ng eno ugh fo r a no rmal birth. 
Cattle impro v ement ha« always 
been a slo w pro cess o f mating In­ 
div idual co ws with better bulls, In 
this way the resulting o ffspring car­ 
ried go o d traits fro m the father, 
but also po ssessed po o r traits o f the 
mo ther.

Indian Designs Decorate Americana Prints 


Latest Americana vein to be tap­ 
ped by textile designers in search of 
something new for spring and sum­ 
mer prints is the rich Indian folk­ 
lore of the Southwest 
As a result, the subtle blending 
of colors of sand and rock paint- 
lugs and original designs found on 
native Indian pottery have 
been 
adapted to a aeries of rayon dreas- 
erepes. 
Despite the variety of colorings 
blended into one print or of the 
brilliance of design Used to en­ 
hance fabric interest, the finished 
dress marches into summer as re­ 
ceptive to suds, sun and a hot iron 
as a pure white handkerchief 
Typical adaptations of the South- 
west's Indian lore to prints that 
wash are seen in the two dresses 
shown. 
On the classically styled dress 
(left) with a simple bodice and a 
skirt made full by unpressed pleats, 
the usual motif is a ceremonial In­ 
dian dance printed in copper and 
brown cm a background of white. 
This design was lifted from a bowl 
of native pottery which dates back 
to the year 800. 
The full-skirted, sun-back dress 
(right), accompanied by a scarf that 
ties on fichu-fashion, owes its dis­ 
tinction to a color-on-coior print 
and to a "conversation piece" de­ 
sign. This is a ring ,of white cir­ 
cling a "cat demon's eye" whicn 
peers out from background shades 
of yellow and gray 
These muted 
tone-on-tone 
background 
shades 
suggest the rocky cliffs of the 
Southwest

Anywhere In U.S. For $3,260-$4,550

NEW YORK-—<NEA) ~ a mini­ 
mum-cost 
semi - finished 
house, 
without heating plant, could be built 
anywhere in the United States to 
sell for from $3260 to $4650, If the 
buyer supplied his own lot. 
This would be the house that De­ 
troit builders offer for $4178 to the 
Royal Oak demonstration, in which 
the Builders Association of Metro­ 
politan Detroit Is trying to prove 
that homes can be provided for the 
low Income group without govern­ 
ment building. 
It would be a four-room house, 
completely finished outside, 
with 
plumbing and electrical fixtures, 
but requiring finishing inside and 
use of space heaters until the own­ 
er was ready to put in central 
heating. 
The Dow Service has been study­ 
ing comparative building costs in 
various cities. Myron L, Matthews, 
vice president, has worked out com­ 
parisons for NEA Service between 
Detroit and various major cities in 
different parts of the country. 
On that basis the minimum home

Commissioner Franklin D. Rich­ 
ards of the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration

actual construction and plans for 
future construction of that type of 
housing units. 
There is already under construc­ 
tion in New York City a $9,000,000 
project by the United Veterans Mu­ 
tual Housing Corp., a cooperative 
group of 800 members, all veterans, 
Commissioner Richards pointed out 
This project will contain 800 units 
and the project Is operating under 
the New York Housing Authority 
pursuant to the Redevelopment law 
in that state. It is being financed 
i f the Bowery Savings bank with 
a $7,200,000 mortgage insured by 
FHA. 
Detroit Project 
In Detroit the Detroit Coopera­ 
tive Housing Association, a cooper­ 
ative group affiliated with the CIO, 
has been given FHA’s statement of 
eligibility. 
FHA now awaits only 
completion of organisation by the 
cooperative association. The mortg­ 
age in this case will be in the 
neighborhood of $630,000 on 70 units 
and it is understood the group plans 
call for eventual expansion to 500 
units.

Association, a cooperative group,

Still Dropping 


The volume of contracts awarded 
for building and heavy engineering 
works last month in the 37 states 
east of the Rocky mountains con­ 
tinued lower than last year despite 
a market improvement over Janu­ 
ary’s record, It was reported Satur­ 
day by F. W. Dodge Corp.. a fact­ 
finding organization for the con­ 
struction Industry. 
Projects 
classified 
as 
publicly 
owned figured heavily in the awards 
of the first two months of this year. 
Tn fact 39 cents out of every dollar 
for which contract commitments 
were reported In the first two 
months were for publicly owned 
projects and covered 31 percent of 
all nonresldential work. 16 percent 
of residential work and 86 percent 
of heavy engineering awards» Gov­ 
ernment work rose to 44 percent of 
the total of all awards In Febru­ 
ary. 
Volume Increase 
investment 
commitments 
fo r 
building projects and engineering 
construction in February In the 
area east of the Rockies totaled 
$568,467,000. This total represented 
in Increase of 18 percent over Jan­ 
uary, but a drop of 17 percent from 
February, 1948. and brought 
the 
cumulative total for the first two 
months of this year to $1,051,451,000. 
or 19 percent less than for the cor­ 
responding period of last year. 
At the close of last month, non­ 
resldential contract 
volume 
was 
down 13 percent from the first two 
months of last year, residential 
awards were down 25 percent and 
heavy engineering work was off 19 
percent, according to an analysis of 
contracts by the Dodge organisa­ 
tion.
